WASHINGTON, Nov. 19—At- 
torney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath has given “positive assur-

“I was given the positive as- 
surance by the Attorney General 
that Mr. O’Gara would not be 
fired as a result of any co-opera- 
tion which he has given to me 
personally or to any congressional 
committee,” Senator Williams de- 
clared. 

O’Gara’s superior, United 
Stats Attorney Chauncey Tramu- 
tolo, has recommended that he 
be fired, charging O’Gara had 
‘slandered innocent persons before 
a grand jury. 

Cover-Up Is Charged. 

However, Representative Pat- 
rick J. Hillings (Rep,), Califor- | 
nia, has said the dismissal was 
: “in an effort to cover 
‘up O’Gara’s of cor- 
puntion” in the San Francisco of- 
fice of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau. 

San Francisco Tax Collector 
James G. Smyth and eight others 
in the office have been suspended 
on the basis of information which 
came largely from O’Gara.-

St. Clair county. tavern and 
night club ‘owners ‘art dusting 
off long-stored slot machines and 
bringing the illegal devices into 
the open in increasing numbers, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today.

,TOKYO, Nov. 19 (AP)+-The 
North Koreans reported. late to- 
night they had sent to the United 
Nations their own four-point pro- 
posal for ending thé Korean war. 

It. was coupled with a violent 
denial that the Reds have mur- 
dered war prisoners and accused 
Allied. forces of committing 
atrocities aaginst Koreans. 


The North Korean proposal 
differed both from the peace plan 
advanced by Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Vishinsky at the U.N. 
meeting in Paris Nov. 8 and from 
the Allied truce negotiators’ pro- 
gram of last Saturday. 

Demands to U.N. Council. 
The Pyongyang North Korean 

radio said the North Korean For- 
eign Minister had sent these de- 
mands to the Unitéd Nations Se- 
curity Council and the United Na- 
tions General Assembly in Paris. 

1. Cease all hostilities as the 
first step to achieve a peaceful 
settlement of the Korean ques- 
tion. 

2. Accept the “just and rag- 
sonable” proposals made by 
the North Koreans and Chinese 

Reds to withdraw opposing 
forces two kilometers (1.24 
miles) each from the battle 
line. 

3. Withdraw all 
troops from Korea. 

4. Punish severely those re- 
sponsible for “atrocities com- 
mitted against Koreans oppos- 
ing prolongation of the Ko- 
rean war and against peace- 
loving Korean residents.”

Test Explosion ‘Very Effective,’ Preliminary 
Check Indicates — “Technical 
Experts’ Participate. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Nov. 19 
(UP)—Special troops took part in 
the first shot of a new series of 
atomic tests on equipment and 
animals today, and. observers 


said a preliminary check indi- 
cates the blast “was very ef- 
fective.” 

“The results, when fully tabu- 
lated and evaluated, should have 
considerable influence upon mili- 
tary technique and the training of 
the personnel of the armed 
forces,” Brig. Gen. Burdette M. 
Fitch, exercise director, said in 
a statement shortly after the ex- 
plosion. 

The blast, which was not felt 
or heard in Las Vegas, 75 miles 
southwest of the test site, was 
detonated at 9 a.m. (11 a.m., St. 
Louis time). 

It was markedly different frum 
previous explosions, There was a 
flash, a ball of flame and then a 
column of reddish flame shoot- 
ing up like a giant roman can- 
dle. But there was no huge, 
mushrooming cloud, only a small 


cloud with a white top and 
brownish. base. 

Reporters on Mt. Charleston, 
50 miles from the Yucca Flat test 
site, said the explosion appeared 
to be a surface shot, perhaps 
from a tower or a platform. 
Fitch identified the participat- 
ing troops “as technical ‘experts 
involved in the layout of field 
fortifications, materiel and equip- 
ment for test purposes.” He udd- 
ed that approximately 250 mili- 
tary observers represented the 
armed forces. 

“Every operation of this na- 
ture represents important prog- 
ress to the amplification of nu- 
clear science to military science,” 
Fitch added. 

The explosion, which was de- 
layed four days by adverse weather 
conditions, apparently was set off 
at ground level or underground 
rather than by air drop as were 
the last four nuclear explosions 
of the first series concluded two 
weeks ago.

Transfer of British Common- 
wealth troops from Korea to 
Malaya was urged yesterday by 
the Straits Times after “the 
blackest of black weeks” reported 
in fighting Red guerrillas.

Louis police and prosecuting au- 
thorities made movies in re- 
enacting a murder. 


A crowd of several hundred 
persons was waiting in the cold 
yesterday when Reese, hand- 
cuffed to a detective, got out of 
a police car at the F. & M. Pack- 
age Liquor Store, 1923 Park ave- 
nue. A few minutes later the 
youth showed how he shot and 
killed George Zagib, part-time 
clerk at the store, in an at- 
temvted holdup Oct. 22. 

Detective Impersonating. 

With a detective impersonating 
Zagib and attempting to hold the 
door closed, Reese demonstrated 
how he shot the 55-year-old clerk 
in the chest and then in the head. 
He puffed a cigarette and ap- 
peared at ease as police and other 
spectators watched the re-enact- 
ment. 

At the same time, Dorless 
Brooks, a taxicab driver, demon- 
strated in a police car how he 
had waited in his taxicab while 
Reese was “looking the place 
over.” Brooks, who is charged 
with murder in the Zagib case, 
admits he drove Reese from the 
scene after the latter told him, 
“I just killed a man.” 

Mrs. Lillian Reese, 17-year-old 
wife of the killer, today told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter how she 
met her husband last June, after 
he was released from Algoa Re- 
formatory and she.had completed 
her junior year at McKinley High 
School. They were married 10 
days later, when both were work- 
ing at a restaurant, and spent a 
two-weeks honeymoon at the 
Reese family iarm, near Boon- 
ville, she related. 

Returning to St. Louis, she got 
a file clerk’s job in an insurance 
office and Reese became a “car 
hop” at a Clayton sandwich estab- 
lishment. After rooming in Clay- 
ton, they moved in with her fath- 
er, Hadley Vineyard, 2304 South 
Fourth street. 

A Funny Guy. 

Mrs. Reese described her young 
husband as “a funny guy.” He 
quit the car hop job, and she 
learned he had become a rob- 
ber. The night Zagib was killed 
he came home drunk and told 
her he had shot a man, the 
young wife said. 

“He stared in a mirror and be- 
came very excited,” Mrs. Reese 
recalled. “He held the pistol he 
had used in the killing, and I 
did what I could to quiet him. 
Next day we took a bus to his 
mother’s home near Boonville 
and had a nice time working in 
the fields for about two weeks. 
Then the police came and 
brought us back to St. Louis.”

The aldermanic ways and means 
committee, which conducted the 
hearing, took the matter under 
advisement after a session of 
more than two hours during 
which opponents of the incinera- 
tor applauded their own spokes- 
man and booed city officials de- 
fending the plan. 

Everett Hulverson, attorney for 
the Mount Pleasant Welfare As- 
sociation, .an organization of 
South St. Louis residents and 
business men, attacked the in- 
cinerator proposal on the ground 
it would affect adversely health 
and property values in the area. 

“Whenever you burn anything,” 
Hulverson said, “you-are going to 
produce dust, smell-and fly ash.” 
He contended that the incinera- 
tion method of waste disposal 
costs four times more than the 
land-fill method. 

Boos interrupted John P. Mc- 
Cammon, associate city counselor, 
who answered Hulverson. . Me- 
Cammon pointed out that the city 
does not contemplate garbage in- 
cineration at the new plant and 
added that the area available to 
the city for rubbish disposal by 
the land-fill method would be ex- 
hausted in less than five years. 

The demonstration during Mc- 
Cammon’s talk brought a threat 
from Alderman Louis Berra, com- 
mittee chairman, that the hearing 
would be adjourned if another 
such outburst occurred. 

McCammon said the a:nount of 
fly ash emitted by the new in- 
cinerator would amount to only 
a tenth of that now produced 
by home and apartment house 
incinerators in St. Louis.

~ “The Soviet charges are as 
groundless today as they were 
when last made in April 1950,” 
the State Department said. 


It added that this country fa- 
vors a “constructive settlement” 
between Italy and Yugoslavia on 
the future of the Trieste region. 


Moscow’s note had cited the 
prospective talks between Italy 
and Yugoslavia on that subject 
as new evidence of violations of 
the 1947 peace pact. 

Deadlock Over Governor. 


The State Department obvious- 
ly had in mind Russia’s repeated 
refusal to accept Western-backed 
candidates for the post of inter- 
national governor of the pro- 
posed Trieste Free Territory.

Dale Stamper, former convict 
and associate of Frank (Buster) 
Wortman, East Side gang leader, 
was killed when he drove his 
automobile through a crossing 
gate into a moving Terminal Rail- 
road Association locomotive in 
East St. Louis last night.

The watchman on duty, Frank 
Daubach, 1917 Summit avenue, 
East St. Louis, said Stamper 
swerved around another machine 
which was waiting for the train 
to pass. He apparently made no 
effort to apply brakes: The force 
of the collision caused him to 
be thrown from his machine and 
he was pronounced dead at the 
scene by a physician. 

Stamper, 53 years old, lived at 
475. North Seventy-third street, 
just outside the East St. Louis 
city limits. Next door to his home 
he operated a tavern which was 
a meeting place for gangsters. 

Stamper was an associate of the 
Shelton gang during the 1920s 
and 30s. He was a bootlegger. In 
October, “1935, he and his wife, 
Goldie, were found guilty at Ed- 
wardsville of the murder of Ralph 
Fulgham, also a bootlegger, and 
sentenced to 19 years in prison. 
Fulgham was shot to death near 
Fairmount race track Nov. 7, 1931. 
Stamper also served terms for 
violation of the national prohi- 
bition law.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Chief Justice Fred Vinson was 
being talked of today as a possible 
presidential nominee who might 
unify the Democratic party. 

The latest public plug for Vin- 
son as a candidate came yesterday 
from Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
of Colorado, a Western Democrat 
who sometimes votes with Dixie 
and Republican colleagues and 
supports only a part of President 
Truman’s Fair Deal program. 

Johnson told a television audi- 
ence he does: not believe Presi- 
dent Truman will run again, and 
he predicted the party would 
turn to Vinson. Johnson added he 
doesn’t believe Gen. Dwight D.

“a strong candidate” if he were 
nominated. 

Possible Truman Choice. 

Vinson, a 60-year-old Ken- 
tuckian, has been mentioned as a 
possible choice of Truman for his

Johnson said he thinks South- 
ern Democrats, who are planning 
a revolt against incorporation of 
President Truman’s civil rights 
proposals in next year’s Demo-.

Taft Forces to Fight.

There must first be 
a widespread demand for his lead- 
ership among Republicans of 
stature. Without that, there will 
be no unveiling, no declaration 
of candidacy. In short the Eisen- 
hower backers have to show that 
the Eisenhower movement is a 
real thing, in order to secure the 
desired commitment from the 
general.

Deficit Ahead 

In the last fiscal year, the income of the St. 
Louis Municipal Revenue Fund exceeded ex- 
penditures by. $1,413,324. This made it possible 
to reduce the city’s cumulative deficit from $2,- 
804,966 to only $1,391,642. 7 

Mayor Darst made the most of these facts, 
boasting that the city government had operated 

in the black, and that the deficit had been re- 
duced by more than $1,000,000. — 

Yet this was a féat of fiscal legerdemain which 
hardly reflects the true financial position of the 
municipality. As the Post-Dispatch has pointed 
out before, the job was done largely by the re- 
allocation of funds. 

The sum of $3,300,000 earmarked for the re- 
tirement of bonds was transferred to the Muni- 
cipal Revenue Fund. Another $1,211,330 was 
obtained from the Municipal Bridge Fund. This 
money, plus $3,716,000 collected before the ex- 
piration of the earnings tax, allowed the painting 
of a favorable picture. 

- * 

To a large extent, however, the diverted 
funds must be counted as windfalls. If they are 
subtracted, the city's financial picture must be 
painted from a considerably darker palette. This 
is what the community must realize as it looks 
to the future. 

The plain fact is that regular income is not 

adequate to regular expenditures. Additional 
revenues are needed. And St. Louisans must ask 
themselves whether they should not put new 
pressure on the Legislature to obtain permission 
to reimpose the earnings tax. . 

The municipal budget for the fiscal year 
which began on April 10, 1951, reached an all- 
time high of $49,222,494. This exceeds the pre- 
vious year’s expenditure by 12 per cent or more 
than $5,000,000. Even if one reckons on the di- 
version of another $4,390,000 from bond funds ~ 
and another $700,000 from the MacArthur 
Bridge Fund plus some‘increase in the various 
taxes collected by the city, these are not likely 
to offset the $6,444,048 received through the 
earnings tax in its last full year of collection, 
let alone the increased costs of salaries and 
supplies in the various municipal departments. 

Expenses of the Hospital Division, for exam- 
ple, are expected to be 27 per cent higher than 
they were in the last fiscal year, and 404 per 
cent over that what they were in 1939-40. An 
increase of 25 per cent is expected in the Water 
Division, and a jump of 144 per cent over the 
pre-war figure. Police Department figures are 
up 11 per cent over the last year, and 88 per 
cent higher than pre-war. And so on through all 
the city departments. 

The city’s pay scale has been raised. six times 
since 1939. Materials and supplies are sharply 
higher. And the city has undertaken to provide 
new services such as rubbish collection and rat 
control. 

om * . 

As the Governmental Research Institute has 
shown, there are various ways of estimating the 
city’s financial position at the end of this fiscal 
year. The most favorable picture is obtained by 
taking full advantage of such credit items as the 
$2,023,657 appropriated from the Municipal Rev- 
enue Fund for improvements covered by unis- 
sued bonds. This indicates a prospective net 
deficit of $1,964,006. 

On the other hand, if City Hall were to de- 
cide to issue all or part of the $39,227,000 in 
bonds authorized by the voters, it would become 
necessary to return some of the diverted money 
to the bond retirement fund. If all of this money 
were returned, the deficit at the end of the year 


would stand at $7,470,600. 


No doubt, the figure will fall somewhere be- 
tween the rosiest and the gloomiest estimate. 
But a deficit there will bé, short of some fiscal 
miracle. And it is time to prepare to meet it. 
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Aimed at Rapid Transit 

The Elliott plan for development of an ex- 
pressway system in the St. Louis metropolitan 
area is designed to bring order out of what is 
fast becoming transportation chaos, a situation 
that threatens the heart of the whole community. 

As such the plan will be welcomed as a posi- 
tive step in the right direction—eventual estab- 
lishment of routes for rapid and easy movement 
in private automobiles and public conveyances 
between downtown and the suburbs. It also will 
fit into the interregional highway system. 


There has been no major expressway construc- 
tion in St. Louis since completion of the Express 
Highway about 15 years ago. As a result, St. 
Louis is one of the few large cities lacking 
modern, limited-access arteries. This lack, plus 
the phenomenal rise in the number of motor- 
cars now on the road has played a major part 
in contributing to the growing traffic tangle. 


The main element of the Elliott plan calls for 
three expressways radiating from the central 
business district in northwesterly, westerly and 
southwesterly directions. Studies indicate these 
highways would cut rush-hour driving time from 
downtown to Lindbergh boulevard about in half. 
Fast local busses and possibly other rapid-transit 
facilities could.operate on the same _ routes. 
Practically, the effect of such highways would 
be the same as if the commuter were to move 
his home as much as half way to his office or 
place of employment. 

The plan has the general approval of Mayor 
Darst and Supervisor Matthews, and has been 


- accepted as.a general guide by the State High- 


way Commission. It will cost $158,580,000 and 
take perhaps 20 years to complete. But the

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They Could Kill the Best President 


Blair Moody is worried about what will hap- 
pen if Gen. Eisenhower is the Republican nomi- 
nee in 1952 and carries to victory with him a 
Republican Senate opposed to his international 
principles.

Conference at Hot Springs 


I know of no subject that has produced 
more pure bombast, more fuzzy. moralizing 
or more sentimental maundering than race 
relations in the South. For generations 
most Americans—Northern and Southern 
—have approached the profoundly com- 
plex problem of race relations in an emo- 
tional lather, and have spoken of it in 
terms of verities. 

There are deep well-springs of prejudice 
on both sides of the question, of course, 
and in recent years there have been added 
sharp and practical 
political considera- 
tions. 

Thes problem is 
still, as it has always, 
been, primarily a 
Southern problem 
for the elemental 
reason that the 
greatest concentra- 
tion of Negro popu- 
lation is here in this 
region. _. 

We have good 
cause to resent many 
of the strange mani- 
festations of national 
concern over the ra- 
cial problems of the South. We are not 
unaware that back in the late 20s pro- 
fessional politicians of both parties made 
the discovery that the race issue was 
about as handy a device as a ward heeler 
could wish. Moreover, it has a sentimental 
appeal to whites outside the region. 


To the Injury of the South. 


Yet when we have recognized all this, 
we must also recognize that there are 
sound reasons why the pressure against 
Southern institutions has steadily mounted. 
In all honesty, we cannot refuse to recog- 
nize that the Negro, more often than not, 
has been the exception to this nation’s 
ethical and moral code, and even to our 
religious precepts. 

We must recognize, too, that the prob- 
lem has not been confined to matters di- 
rectly involved in the relationship between 
the races. Here in the South, it spilled far 
beyond those bounds to shape most of our 
social and political institutions and to af- 
fect—usually adversely—the economy of 
the region. 

The one-party system is the direct 
product of the effort to disfranchise the 
Negro in the years following Reconstruc- 
tion. The high cost of segregation has held 
back the overall development of our edu- 
cational institutions. The presence of a 
large mass of unskilled, low-paid workers 
has materially retarded the economic 
progress of the region despite our great 
natural advantages. 

The practical problem before the South 
is to preserve social segregation while at 
the same time meeting the conditions of a 
Constitution and a national tradition which 
demand that full civil liberties and full 
equality of opportnuity be extended to all 
citizens without discrimination. 


Civil Rights Defended. 


So far we have attempted to meet the 
constant assault on segregation largely by 
negative means. Some of us have suf- 
fered under the fatal delusion that we are 
victims of an evil conspiracy, and that if 
we could only remove a few men from 
power our troubles would be over. 


This is nonsense, and it can be very

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the right to serve on juries, freedom of 
worship, protection of person and the like. 
These rights have been blurred, unfortun- 
ately, ky the constant effort to project 
them into economic fields, and particular- 
ly by the fallacious theory that the right 
to a job should be included among them. 

The Negro in the South has already 
come within sight of obtaining his proper 
civil rights. More than 700,00 Negroes 
were qualified to vote in the Southern 
states in 1948, and so far as I know most 
of them did so without real hindrances. 

As the Negro attains an effective, if a 
minority voice, in public affairs in the 
South the protections and benefits of the 
law will be extended to him as a matter 
of course. He has been denied a propor- 
tionate share of public funds in such fields 
as education in the past not because the 
dominant whites deliberately sought to de- 
prive him, but because there was never 
enough to go around and the Negro was 
unrepresented in the halls where such de- 
cisions are made. 


Lynching Dispute Academic. 


The present-<lay argument over lynch- 
ing is academic; the South, largely on its 
own, has effectively rooted out that inde- 
fensible crime. So it is with the continuing 
debate over the poll tax, which has been 
repealed in most of the states and is no 
longer an effective barrier to the ballot 
in the others. 

But it is also true that many of these 
changes have been thrust upon us from 
without and, particularly in the political 
arena, we have consistently failed to pro- 
vide the effective leadership that our own 
tradition demands. 

We must recognize that in fundamental- 
ly public activities—and the test here 
would be their support by tax funds—the 
Negro must either be treated without of- 
ficial prejudice or in absolute, incontro- 
vertible fact be provided with separate 
but equal facilities. When we have done 
this, we can argue—and I think be heard 
sympathetically —that we have met the 
stated commitments of citizenship, and we 
may then insist that‘all matters involved 
in the private relationship between the 
two races are and should be, beyond the 
reach of the law. 


An Area of Compromise. 


When you apply this principle to the 
federal civil rights program, as an exam- 
ple, you will see that it immediately runs 
counter to the only really oppressive meas- 
ure in that assorted kit—FEPC. No South- 
erner, it seems to me, can argue in good 
conscience that the Negro has had or now 
has full equality of economic opportunity. 
But, even while.thus agreeing with the 
stated objective of FEPC, we may still 
argue in good conscience that the method 
it envisions is both impractical and wrong 
in principle. The relationship between em- 
ployer and employe is and must continue 
to be a private one. 

The right of any group to practice seg- 
regation must be matched by the right to 
abandon it by consent of its own members. 
If we insist that intermingling of the races 
shall not be forced by law, it follows that 
we must also concede that it ghall not be 
forbidden by law. 

In this way—and only in this way—can 
we find a tenable position in the larger 
community that is the United States. Some-

Ploughing the Field of Honor 


GENTLEMEN, SWORDS AND PISTOLS, by Harnett 
T. Kane. (William Morrow & Co. 206 pos., $4.) 
Those were the days in the 1800s, when 

gentlemen fought on fields of honor; kill- 

ing and being killed according to the 


meticulous politeness shot and stabbed 
and sometimes bludgeoned their way to 
satisfaction or extinction, depending upon 
marksmanship and anship or skill 
in the use of less genteel weapons. 

Dueling was more rife down South than 
elsewhere because in that region there 
were more gentlemen with a greater ca- 
pacity for insult and a greater need of 

vindicating their 
courage and honor 
than were to be 
found in other parts. 
It followed that, 
whereas there. were 
instances -.of bitter 
and deadly hatred 
involved in the en- 
counters, not infre- 
quently it was a 
mere matter of punc . 
tilio, with bowing 
and handshaking aft- 
er the fight and 
everybody having a 

Harnett T. Kane good time. 

What mattered, except in rare instances 
regretted by all concerned, was observ- 
ance of the rigid requirements of the 
code, with every ‘t’ crossed with the point 
of a sword and every ‘i’ dotted with a 
pistol pellet in the most gentlemanly way 
whether the occasion for the conflict was 
serious or trivial. Any flaw in the for- 
malities was justification for somebody to 
shoot somebody on the spot and this was 


sometimes done.

Harnett Kane, who lives down Louisi-« 
ana way, has long been aware of what 
happened concerning gentlemen, . swords 
and pistols last century because South- 
erners, though now emancipated from 
such foolishness, like to talk about duels 
that are part of the family traditions. For 
10 years, with acknowledged assistance 
from many, he assembled the lowdown on 
duels that were famous in their day, and 
some that might have been called infa- 
mous, along with a few that couldn't be 
called anything but crazy. In his book 
he has given, as the fruit of a vast amount 
of research, more than 2C such encount- 
ers and their results, tragic and comic. 


The state of civilization in the early 

part of the century was such that, as Mr. 
Kane says, “a true gentleman, or merely 
an intelligent one, practiced at arms from 
time to time as a simple precaution in 
his family’s interest. .Why court death? 
One day he might accidentally jostle some- 
one on the sidewalk; or perhaps he would 
blink at a stranger and offend him; or 
show disrespect for what one Southerner 
called ‘ladyhood’ by noting that madame 
had made a mistake in adding her bill. 
For any such act a man should die, and 
probably would.” 
. Mr. Kane dealt with gentlemen, swords 
and pistols with such telling humor that 
he may get called out himself. If so he 
hopes his choice of weapons will be type- 
writers at 40 paces.

Truman Likes Him. 


This incident was recalled by 
President Truman this week at 
Key West when asked to com- 
ment on Gov.

Boston Herald Wouldn’t Print 
It, Says Crider, a Pulitzer 
Prize Winner.. 


BOSTON, Nov. 19 (AP)—John 
H, Crider, Pulitzer Prize editorial 
writer, resigned as editor of the 
Boston Herald last night in a dis- 
pute he said involved a review he 


wrote of Senator Taft’s book, 
“Foreign Policy for Americans.” 

He said he quit because the 
Herald refused to publish the re- 
view. 

Robert B. Choate, publisher of 
the morning Herald and the af- 
ternoon Traveler, said he was not 
notified of the resignation and 
knew nothing sbout it, aithough 
Crider had said he telephoned 
the resignation to Choate’s home. 

Crider, conceding he favors 
Gen. Dwight G. Eisenhower for 
President, said he wrote “whet I 
thought was a fair review of Taft's 
book with a comment or two of 
my own thoughts about the man.” 

“After all,” Crider added, “if 
you can’t say in your own paper 
what you honestly believe then 
there is no point in continuing 
in the service of that paper.” 

“I thought I bent over back- 
ward to be fair to Taft and what 
he wrote in the book,” he said. 
“But I also thought it necessary 
to put into the article | my honest 


judgment.” 

Crider completed five years as 

editor of the Herald last Friday. 
Before that he was with the 

New York Times for 19 years, the 

last 10 of those years in -Wash- 

ington. He was a Nieman fellow 


| at Harvard University, 1940-41. 


In 1949 Crider shared the 
Pulitzer Prize for editorial writ- 
ing with Herbert Elliston of the 


Washington (D.C.) Post. 


Crusading Reporter Dies. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Henry L. Kurtz, a reporter for the 


''New York Times who is credited 


with helping instigate the Seabury 
investigation of municipal corrup- 
tion in former Mayor James J. 
Walker’s administration, died yes- 
terday. He was 62 years old. 


La Prensa Resumes Publication 
Under Pro-Peron Editorship 
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Argentine Newspaper, Seized by Govern- 
ment, Now Operated by Union That 
Is Main Prop of President. 


BUENOS .AIRES, Nov. 19 (AP) 
—The newspaper La Presna ap- 
peared on the stands today for the 
first time in almpst 10 months. 
It looked like the old Prensa, but 
its voice was that of its new boss 
—the giant labor union which is 
a main prop of President Peron. 

Pictures of Peron and his wife, 
Evita, and messages from them 
appeared in the first edition. 

Martiano Passo, former editor 
of the pro-Peron newspaper De- 
mocracia, is La Prensa’s new edi- 
tor. Alberto Gainza Paz, whose 
family founded La Prensa in 1869 
and developed it into one of the 
greatest independent newspapers 
in the Americas, now lives across 
the river from Buenos Aires in 
Colonia, Uruguay. Gainza Paz, 
editor when Peron’s General Con- 
federation of Labor closed down 
the paper last Jan. 26, fled to 
Uruguay to escape arrest. 

Former Owners Assailed. 

Passo’s name did not appear in 
the masthead but an _ editorial 
titled “La Prensa at the Service 
of the People” charged the for- 
mer owners with concocting “‘anti- 
Argentine schemes.” It said the 
doors of La Prensa building, for- 
merly opened solely for economic 
and political imperialism, are 
“now open for the true feelings of 
national spirit.” 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Gainza Paz, who has 


just returned to Uruguay from a 
visit to the United States, where 
he was paid new honors as an 
exponent of a free press. Closing 
of the newspaper caused a storm 
of protest in all free countries, 
but the Peron administration 
turned a deaf ear to pleas that it 
be permitted to reopen. under 
Gainza Paz’s direction. 

Today’s edition said La Prensa 
was closed down because of the 

“stubbornness of management” 
in denying increases asked by the 
news vendors’ union. 


Demands by Union. 

The vendors boycotted the 
newspaper and the printers’ 
union went on strike after the 
vendors had asked for 20 per 
cent of the advertising reverie 
and 50 per cent of the income! 
from mail subscriptions to fi- 
nance a union welfare fund. 

Following the shutdown, a con- 
gressional investigating commit- 
tee accused La Prensa of anti- 
Argentine activities, and of vio- 
lating of tax and bookkeeping 
laws. The owners denied all the 
charges. | 

Finally, at Peron’s request, 
Congress passed a bill expropri- 
ating the newspaper. Peron 
signed the measure on April 18 
and the newspaper’s operation 
was turned over to the labor con- 
federation. 


60-SECOND PORTABLE X-RAY 
UNIT FOR FIELD HOSPITALS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (UP)— 
A new portable X-ray unit soon 
will be photographing wounded 
soldiers in Korea almost immedi- 
ately atter they are brought to 
advanced field hospitals. 

The Army announced that its 
new X-ray unit and developer 
finishes film in 40 seccnds. Pres- 
ent units require 10 to 15 minutes 


to develon X-ray fi'm, causing 


costly delay in examining large 
numbers ct wounded. 

The unit, which cen be carried 
by jeep or air-dropped, can. be 
set up in less than 15 minutes, 
compared with three hours for 
present machines.

LONDON, Nov. -19 (AP)—The 
Foreign Office announced yes- 
terday that the British vice con- 
sul at Jidda, Saudi Arabia, was 
murdered in his home there Fri- 


day. 

The killer of the vice consul, 
Cyril Ousman, has not yet been 
caught. : 

“The Saudi Arabian authorities 
are pursuing the investigation 
with the utmost vigor,” the Brit- 
ish statement said. 

“The motive for the crime is 
at present obscure, but the re- 
ports received from His Majesty’s 
charge d'affaires make it clear 
that it had no political signifi- 
cance.” 

The announcement gave no fur- 
ther details. Ousman had been 
vice consul at Jidda since 1939. 
Prior to that time he was em- 
ployed by the Saudi Arabian gov- 
ernment as an engineer. 


23,000 SHEEP LOST IN FIRES 
IN AUSTRALIAN BUSH AREA 


SYDNEY, Australia, Nov. 19 
(AP) — At least 23,000 sheep 
worth £115,000 ($258,750) have 
been killed in bush fires or shot 
to put them out of their misery 
in the Coonamble district in 
northwest New South Wales in 
the last few days, 

Many more are believed to 
have been destroyed in other 
parts of this fire-ravaged state. 
Several bush fires are burning 
around Sydney and hundreds of 
men, women and children are 
trying to stop them.

Edward. Gard, 
Island University player who 
acted as intermediary between 
Sollazzo and the bribed players, 
pleaded guilty just prior to the 
sentencing to two. conspiracy 
counts. The judge gave him-an 
indeterminate sentence of up to 
three years on the first and de- 
ferred sentence on the second. He 
had turned informer to the dis- 
trict attorney. 

The judge said Gard was being 
sent to the penitentiary “with the 
recommendation of credit for his 
months in protective. custody.” 

Recommendation Fails. 

The four sentenced players 
were Sherman White, 22, a form- 
er All-American player at L.1LU., 
who received one year; Edward 
Warner, 22, and Alvin Roth, 21, 
both of the College of the City 
of New. York, six months; and 
Harvey Schaff, 22, a former New 
York University player, six 
months. 

District Attorney Frank Hogan 
had recommended suspended 
sentences for all 13 bribed play- 
ers but Streit refused to go along 
on White, Warner, Roth, and 
Schaff. 

Schaff collapsed while the 
judge delivered a scathing de- 
nunciation but quickly recovered. 

Judge Streit, who declared that 
college athletics have become big 
business, made the following re- 
marks, as reported by the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

Colleges engage in scholastic 
duplicity to keep star athletes in 
school, the judge said, and many 
accept. athletes whose academic 


}standings normally would ban 


them from admission. 

He said over-emphasis on sports 
and the practices used to, build 
winning teams are part of a prof- 
itable big-business enterprise, and 
warp educational goals. 

He blasted athletic recruiting 
systems, the subsidizing of ath- 
letes, and said gambling in col- 
legiate sports was known to coach- 
ing staffs. 

Despicable, Not Comical. 

“The naivete, the equivocation 
and the denials of the coaches 
and their assistants concerning 
their knowledge of gambling, re- 
cruiting and subsidizing would be 
comical were they not so despic- 
able,” he said. 

The judge's heated, 41-page 
blast was made before a packed 
courtroom, where the 14 players 
and Game Fixmaster Salvatore T. 
Sollazzo were to be sentenced for 
bribery and conspitary. 

The judge said the gambling 
manipulations do not stop at bas- 
ketball, but that “football first 
became infected with this con- 
t> ious disease and then trans- 
mitted it to basketball.” 

“It seems to follow a nation- 
wide pattern,” he said. 

So far this year 31 cage players 
in seven colleges have been in- 
volved in the basketball scandal. 
~ “Even a cursory examination 
of recent surveys, spot checks and 
reports concerning intercollegiate 
football reveals a chronic, insidi- 
ous condition which, if net 
checked, must explode. into an 
atomic athletic scandal which will 
dwarf the charges before me into 
insignificance,” the judge said.

Texas A. and M. awards 120 ath- 
letic scholarships a year, and 
SMU (Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity) awards 154 athletic schol- 
arships.” 

To back his charge that sports 
has become big business, he said 


-that football last year showed a 


$461,000 profit at the University 
of Pennsylvania, grossed over $1,- 
200,000 at Kentucky, and $1,347,- 
000 at Tennessee. 

He said Tennessee spends $250,- 

000 a year on its football pro- 
gram, $100,000 for scholarships, 
and added: “No big league base- 
ball club has a superior scouting 
and recruiting system (than Ten- 
nessee).” 
In condemning recruiting meth- 
ods, the judge observed that of 
87 players on the currently un- 
defeated Maryland University 
football team, 60 came from out- 
side the state. 

He charged that players some- 
times were admitted to schools 
for their athletic ability alone. 


Concerning two City College 
of New York cage players, Alvin 
Roth and Herbert Cohen, both of 
whom have pleaded guilty to con- 
spiracy, the judge said their 
transfer records showed evidences 
of “alterations.” 

“I suggest,” he said, “that in 
the cases of Roth and Cohen 
there was deliberate fraud and 
probably forgery.” 

He castigated the players as 
“nrofessionals' masquerading as 
amateurs.” 

Transcript Differed. 

He said that Roth, who helped 
spark C.C.N.Y. cage team to a 
double national championship in 
1949, left high school 638th in a 
class of 816, with an average 
grade of 70.43, but a transcript at 
C.C.N.Y. showed the average as 
75.5 per cent. 

The judge criticized the play- 
ing of college basketball at Madi- 
son Square Garden, the big sports 
arena where much of the bribery 
occurred. 

“Gambling was rampant at the 
Garden,” he said. “The point 
spread was shouted from one end 
of the arena to the other.” (The 
“point spread,” the margin by 
which gamblers wanted a game 
won or lost, was the factor that 
was fixed in most of the bribery 
payoffs.) 

The judge said many of the 
cage players later arrested played 
summer basketball at mountain 
resorts, received “wages, huge 
tips and participated in gambling 
pools, made contact with gam- 
blers and some earned. as much 
as $1500 to $2000 for the sum-

“3. The boy who should aspire 
to enter an institution of learning 
and stand in awe before its por- 
tals finds himself bid for and bi 
gained for in the crassest way, by 
those colleges, who want his ath- 
letic services. . . . He is bribed 
in the first Instance to choose one 
college over another.

Acre in playing Canasta made 

clear the rec gag of hav- 
ing an advantage in “position.” 
It is advantageous for you 'to 
have more cards than your left- 
hand opponent. 

If you have more cards than 
he has, you are likely to have a 
greater choice of discards than 
he has pairs with which to take 
your discards. This often affects 
your choice of plays, as in this 
case: 


Your right-hand opponent, 
needing 90, has just made the 
meld with a joker and four kings. 


You need 90, too. You would. 


like to balance the opponents’ ad- 
vantage by making the meld for 


six-card holding each time into 
your left-hand opponent's full 
hand of 11 cards.

4. Don’t be afraid of over-eat- 
ing—nutrition is important 
good practice is to eat a light 
breakfast (a half piece of toast) 
and lunch (a lettuce leaf and 
milk) and then load up at dinner.

Chimney Inspection. 


HE human system is pretty 

tough and can stand a lot, but 

the fumes from burning coal, 
oil or gas are not what the doctor 
ordered. 


It’s best for these fumes to go 
up the smoke pipe and out 
through the chimney but if there 
are leaks or open joints some- 
where along the line they may end 
up inside the house. 

Checking over the chimney and 
smoke pipe is a pretty simple 
matter. Just build a small fire 
in the furance and toss on a 


piece of tar paper to make smoke. 


When smoke pours out the chim- 
ney, cover the top of the chimney 
with a wet piece of heavy fabric 
and then watch to see 

smoke is escaping, if 

may come out through cracks 
the chimney and these must be 
filled with mortar. 


The joint between chimney and 
metal smoke pipe is another vul- 
nerable point but it can be made 
tight with furnace cement. Loose 
joints between sections of smoke 
pipe will allow smoke and fumes 
to enter the house ard so will 
rusted out sections of smoke pipe.

OW does an ulcer get start- 
ed? Is there anything you 
can do to stimulate one? 

Doctors haven’t yet been able 
to witness the conception of an 
ulcer, although they do have a 
pretty good idea of the conditions 
which generally seem to induce 
it. Heredity probably has’ some- 
thing to do with ulcers’ arrival, 
for instance. Poor diet is a con- 
tributing factor. So is poor cir- 
culation. 

Any emotion will do—fear, 
anger, depression, love, hate or 
whatnot. As long as you let it 
keep you in a turmoil it’s a good 
bet to give you an ulcer. If you’ve 
already got one it will help to 
make it bigger—and nastier. 

Let’s assume, however, that as 
yet you don’t have an ulcer— 
you're still only part way up the 
ladder of success, in other words. 
What can be done, short of a 

grafting job (and there’s no 
“bank” for ulcers), to boost you 
over the top? 

The best way is the worry way. 
You’ve got to learn to heckle and 
harry yourself, to keep your mind 
in a perpetual ferment. This isn’t 
quite so simple as it sounds, but 
with a little study you should 
have no trouble. 

There. are many varieties of 
worriers. Some are complete nov- 
ices; others.are quite adept. <A 
few are really expert. Let us 
consider some typical specimens. 

Consider the Worrier Without 
Cause. He, frets about things 
that not only aren’t likely to hap- 
pen but that absolutely. cannot 
happen. Often he works himself 
into a lather about things which 
have already happened, and 
which he can’t do anything a 

A second type of worry-wart— 
and now we're really getting into 
the upper brackets—is known in 


the trade as The Stewpot. He is 


frequently referred to as the “I 
Wish I Was Dead” worrier. The 


Stewpot, as his name indicates, is 


in an almost constant stew over 
something or other.* He worries 
about everything: his diet, his 
health, his job, his money, his 
family, the Government, war, 
peace—anything and everything. 

He worries about not sleeping 
enough, and about sleeping too 
much, about eating too much and 
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not eating enough, and about eat- 
ing the wrong things. He worries 
when he’s sick, and he worries 
when he’s well. He worries for 
fear he’ll lose his wife, or he wor- 
ries that he won't. 

Closely allied to The Stewpot 
is the Everything Happens To Me 
school, which includes the Nail- 
Biters, the Lip-Chewers, the Hand- 
Wringers, the Foot-Tappers, and 
various other first-class fretters. 
The principal difference between 
The Stewpots and this brain- 
badgered bunch is that they worry 
for longer periods at a stretch 
than The Stewpots. 


If you want to speed the process 
of becoming Ulcer Champion of 
1951 you can supplement your 
worrying with the following: 

First, stay away from doctors. 
They’re death to incipient ulcers. 

Second, eat lots of rich, spicy 
foods (avoid such bland items as 
soft boiled eggs, custards, broiled 
lamb chops, etc.); and eat them 
fast. It’s a good idea, by the way, 
to make it a roint to quarrel with 
your spouse before and during 
dinner. 

Third, don’t get too much rest. 
Don’t get enough, in fact. 

Fourth, work—and then work 
some more. Put in as many hours 
a day as you can stand. Then lie 
down and work some more. The 
more you work the more money 
you'll earn, and the better you'll 
be able to support your ulcers. 

Fifth, increase your smoking, 
whether you're partial to cigars, 
cigarettes, or a pipe. And smoke 
faster. 

Sixth, step up your drinking 
(alcoholic drinking, that is—pour 
that milk down the drain). An 
ulcer likes nothing better than to 
take a plunge in.a half dozen cool 
Martinis. 

Seventh, blow your top from 
time to time—the more often the 
better. Ulcers like excitement as 
much as you do. It helps to break 
the monotony. 

A routine like this may not 
guarantee an ulcer, but it will at 
least provide the right climate 
for one. Go ahead, and good luck 
to you. (Pardon me while I open 
a can of strained spinach.)

North of course opens with one 
spade, and after East’s pass, 
South responds with one no- 
trump. True, he has a higher 
honor count than he requires for 
this call, but he hasn’t a high 
enough count for any alternative 
action—to bid two diamonds, for 
example, would be misleading in 
that it would announce a sub- 
stantially better holding. 

West can do nothing but pass 
over one no-trump, and North 
can do nothing but bid two spades 
—his hand does not begin to jus- 
tify a jump rebid over one no- 
trump. Now it comes back to 
South, and the latter must reap- 
praise his holding in the light of 
two different points: That he had 
“something to spare” in his pre- 
vious no-trump response; and that 
North found the values for any 
sort of rebid—that he did not 
pass out the one no-trump. 

If South makes the proper re- 
appraisal and takes into consid- 
eration the quantity as well as 
the rank of his own honors, he 
will see that only one course is 
logical: To say in effect to North, 
“Look, I had a little better than 
a usual one-no-trump response— 
are you interested?” And the 
method of making this announce- 
ment is, clearly, to bid two no- 
trump. 

If North takes the proper view 
of the combined hands after 
South’s rebid of no-trump he will 
raise to three no-trump—he wil!

Not any 
more. Doctors used to think that 
the thymus caused a lot of trou- 
ble to young babies, pressing on 
their windpipes. They even 
thought that sudden death in 
newborn children was caused by 
thymus enlargement. 

As a result, many people are 
terrified regarding thymus trou- 
ble in their infants. People get 
panicked about it. 


A complete change of opinion 
based on careful study has oc- 
curred regarding the importance 
of the thymus. For instance, the 
thymus gland has been studied 
in 7400 consecutive newborn in- 
fants, at a Pennsylvania hospital. 
Although some of these infants 
had larger thymuses than usual, 
there is no evidence that the thy- 
mus caused any of the deaths 
that occurred, according to the 
investigators.

THE THYMUS is a gland, sort 


of like the. thyroid, located in | 


the uppermost middle part of 
the chest behind the upper end 
of the breast bone. It sits over 
the windpipe. Normally the thy- 
mus is good-sized in well-fed in- 
fants and becomes smaller as the 
child gets older. No one knows 
its exact function. It does seem 
to be an endocrine gland of some 
sort—just as the pituitary, thy- 
roid, and adrenal are endocrine 
glands. 

Several scientific medical ar- 
ticles have been written in the 
past few years showing that 
breathing difficulties formerly 
blamed on the thymus could 
usually be shown as due to some- 
thing else. 


Although a few doctors still be- 
lieve the thymus is important, 
the majority do not. The Acad- 
emy of Pediatrics, an august 
group of child 
gone on record that an enlarged 
thymus is very rarely of any im- 
portance at all. 


Thus, there is no reason for 


people to have fears about the | 


thymus in their infants or to in- 
sist on X-ray treatment to prevent 
symptoms from enlargement of 
this gland. Only very rarely, if 
ever, does the thymus itself cause 
any trouble. In those cases, there 
is time for treatment after the 
symptoms begin.

same standard as those in the 
United States. 


At the same time, he told 
me they could not possibly 
charge their workers enough 
rent so that the houses could 
be amortized.
